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Charity’s buses 
crippled in raid 



HALF of a Dial-a-Ride 
scheme’s fleet of 
minibuses was put out 
of action by thieves 
who stole catalytic 
converters from the 
vehicles. 

Thieves targeted two 
minibuses used for the 
Dial-a-Ride service run 
by the Forest Heath 
Voluntary Network. They 
were stored at the back of 
Newmarket Hospital in 
Exning Road. 

One of the minibuses owned 
by Suffolk County Council is 
came back into operation on 
Tuesday, while the other 
minibus, owned by the 
Voluntary Network, was back 
on the road last Friday. 

The latter 11-seater vehicle 
cost £35,000 when it was 
bought new in the autumn, 
£25,000 of which was funded by 
a legacy left by one of the first 
passengers to use the Dial-a- 
Ride service when it was 
launched around a decade ago. 

Caroline Cowie, manager of 
the Voluntary Network, which is 
based in All Saints Road, said: 
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“It’s really disappointing. She 
was such a lovely lady and 
provided the fund because she 
knew how much Dial-a-Ride 
meant to herself and the other 
passengers. I think she would 
been particularly aggrieved to 
think that her generosity had 
been abused in that manner.” 

The damage to the two 
Peugeot vehicles was only 
discovered on the morning of 
Monday, January 9, which 
meant the planned journey for 
some seven adults with 
learning disabilities to a 
community resource unit in 
Mildenhall could not take place 
until lunchtime when replace¬ 
ment transport had been 
arranged. 

Caroline said they had been 
forced to cancel 12 passengers’ 
journeys on Monday last week 
following the thefts, but they 
had managed to secure other 
vehicles to see them through - 
otherwise, she said, more than 
200 passengers would have 
been unable to travel. 

But she said the replacement 
minibuses had not been as 
large or well-equipped as their 


own vehicles. 

Five minibuses used by the 
Voluntary Network, including 
the four employed for Dial-a- 
Ride journeys, are now being 
stored in a secure location in 
the town at a cost to the charity 
of £120 a month. 


More than 700 people unable 
to use public transport are 
members of the service which 
operates in and around 
Newmarket, Mildenhall and 
Lakenheath. 

The four minibuses made 
more than 16,000 journeys last 


financial year.

NEWMARKET’S equivalent of the 
Oscars are set to take place again this 
year to recognise the stars of the 2012 
Flat racing season.

ARCH bidding 
to help save 
county heritage 

ACTION is being taken to cut the 
damage caused to Suffolk’s heritage by 
thieves and vandals. 

Suffolk is home to one of the 
country’s greatest concentrations of 
medieval churches and archaeological 
sites but harm to and theft of the 
county’s treasures is rising. 

Heritage crimes committed in 
Suffolk have included the theft of 
ancient oak chests from inside 
churches and lead from their roofs as 
well as metal detection in Anglo-Saxon 
cemeteries. 

Suffolk County Council has pledged 
to do everything it can to protect its 
treasures by signing up to the 
memorandum of understanding from 
the national Alliance to Reduce Crime 
against Heritage (ARCH). 

ARCH, which was launched by 
English Heritage earlier this year, is 
designed to bring together local 
authorities, residents’ associations, the 
police and other local groups in 
identifying heritage assets which may 
be at risk and to encourage parties to 
let the police know about any 
suspicious behaviour. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, portfolio holder 
for roads and transport at Suffolk 
County Council, said: “Theft and 
vandalism of Suffolk’s rich and 
irreplaceable heritage is on the 
increase. Heritage crime blights 
communities and must be stopped, 
which is why I am delighted to commit 
Suffolk County Council to this new 
initiative to work alongside local 
communities, farmers, landowners, 
the police and English Heritage to 
tackle it.” 

Greg Luton, planning director for 
English Heritage for the East of 
England, said: “This new initiative has 
already shown that it can bring 
together different organisations within 
communities to establish local 
networks, which is the most important 
part of the project because this is 
where the real difference can be made 
if it galvanises local action.” 

The Suffolk Historic Environment 
Record, the county council’s official 
database of heritage sites, has more 
than 27,000 records of archaeological 
sites and findspots and 13,000 historic 
buildings.

Head lad’s racing 
career ‘cut short’ 



THE unfair dismissal of a 
Newmarket head lad cut short 
what would have been a 
lifelong career in racing, an 
employment tribunal has 
heard. 

The tribunal sitting in Bury St 
Edmunds on Monday heard 
evidence about Julia Bocan’s 
financial state after her claim of 
unfair dismissal against John Gosden 
Racing LLP, which Mr Gosden, 
pictured, runs with his wife Rachel 
Hood, was upheld in August. 

The panel is tasked with deciding 
the level of compensation Miss 
Bocan will receive. 

Miss Bocan told the tribunal that 
despite retraining and setting herself 
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up in business as a beautician, she 
had not made any money in the first 
year after losing her job. 

She said: “I think I would have 
carried on working in the racing 
industry indefinitely.” 

The 28-year-old denied a back 
injury would have meant she had to 
leave the racing industry anyway. She 
also denied she had failed to disclose 
the full extent of her finances when 
she applied for and was given grant 
aid by the Racing Welfare Trust. 

She claimed €15,000 in a German 
bank account were part of her 
pension fund and not savings. 


Miss Bocan said she had not spent 
less on equipment, training and 
supplies than grants she had 
received. 

The former head lad said flights to 
Dubai, Cape Verde Islands, Dublin 
and Germany had been paid for by 
her parents and grandparents. 

Miss Bocan, from Bury St 
Edmunds, lost her job in March 2010 
after John Gosden Racing LLP 
decided to reduce the number of 
non-riding head lads from its 74 
members of staff in what was 
described by Matthew Hodson, 
representing the respondent during 
a two-day hearing in June, as a 
“genuine redundancy situation”. 

In the tribunal judgement, 


employment judge Martin Warren, 
who had presided over the hearing, 
said: “It is clear that a decision had 
been made from the outset that it 
was Miss Bocan who would go. 

“It appears that the selection 
criteria adopted was to ensure that 
Miss Bocan would be the person who 
would score the least.” 

In June, the tribunal heard Mr 
Gosden considered the in-house 
scoring system used during the 
redundancy process to be objective 
and fair, but the panel said in their 
judgement the process was 
“appallingly flawed” and had been 
carried out in secret. 

The tribunal will continue on a 
date yet to be arranged. 


Cricket projects to get 
council cash boost 

CRICKETERS in two villages are bowled 
over after almost £20,000 was secured to 
push forward their plans. 

Chippenham Parish Council is set to 
receive £10,000 to help with coaching 
and to buy nets to develop junior cricket. 
Their counterparts in Fordham have been 
gifted £9,600 to assist with designing and 
submitting a planning application for a 
football and cricket pavilion for the village. 
More than £120,000 has been allocated 
to these and other projects across East 
Cambridgeshire out of the district 
council’s community facilities fund, 
whose money comes from developers 
operating in the area. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council said: “It 
is always a pleasure to see how local 
councils across the district are using 
money obtained from developers to 
improve the lives of those who live in their 
community. 

“This month it seems we are helping to 
ensure we are all fit and active judging 
from the play area and sporting-related 
grants which were requested, but in this 
Olympic year this is not too surprising. I 
am sure these projects, once completed, 
will prove again that East Cambridgeshire 
is a great place to live and work.”

Doctor targets 
men’s mental 
health issues

A MENTAL health course is set to 
launch in Newmarket to help men 
grappling with issues including 
anxiety, alcohol misuse and anger. 

Dr Duncan Precious, a clinical 
psychologist and member of Newmarket 
Rugby Club who was brought up in the 
town, is launching the eight-week course 
at The Stable in High Street at the end of 
the month. 

He said fewer men access community 
mental health services than women, but 
more young men than young women 
resort to committing suicide, a social 
problem which he said was an issue in 
Newmarket’s horseracing industry. 

He said: “We know that men experience 
emotional and psychological distress, 
probably at the same or higher rates than 
women. 

“For instance, suicide rates are higher in 
young men than women, hence the 
identification of young men as a key target 
group in the National Suicide Prevention 
Strategy. 

“Unfortunately, this is a significant issue 
within the horseracing industry in 


The course is aimed at helping men 
understand their difficulties, meet others 
in a similar position and learn strategies to 
cope with their emotions. 

Dr Precious, who works for the NHS in 
Bedfordshire, said: “This is a free course 
that I am running that will provide the 
opportunity for guys to come along and 
meet other men who are currently 
struggling with various issues and realise 
that they are not the only one out there 
who are going through a hard time and 
that they can help each other to gradually 
overcome their difficulties. 

“There is an awful lot of stigma around 
about mental health; however, most of us 
know someone who is or has experienced 
significant mental health difficulties.”

Car scheme surge 
for hospital patients 


A COMMUNITY car scheme in 
Newmarket has seen demand 
for transport to hospital 
appointments almost quad¬ 
ruple - because fewer are 
qualifying for patient transport 
from the NHS, it has been 
claimed. 

Caroline Cowie, manager of the 
Forest Heath Voluntary Network 
which provides the community car 
service, said the numbers seeking 
transport to appointments at West 
Suffolk Hospital, Addenbrooke’s and 
sometimes Papworth have soared 
since October, with passengers 
telling her the eligibility criteria for 
patient transport are being applied 
more strictly.

journeys to hospital appointments, 
she said: “Ordinarily, it’s about 36 
passenger journeys per month - I 
think it was 140 in November. That’s 
a big increase. We had no warning of 
the changes so if we had known we 
would have recruited in advance but 
we did not know any more than 
passengers did.” 

The Voluntary Network’s comm¬ 
unity car service currently has 
around 25 drivers but Caroline said 
they need double that number to 
meet demand. She described the 
drivers as “absolutely vital” adding 
they help passengers access 
community services and maintain 


their independence. 

Additional hospital trips are on 
top of the community car service’s 
other journeys, taking people to 
social clubs and to visit relatives in 
care homes and hospitals, for 
example and while turning requests 
down had been an exception, 
Caroline said it is now happening 
more often. 

But she said she did not want to 
hit out at the providers of the 
service. She said: “It’s done - there’s 
no point stirring up trouble. It’s not 
going to change, but we are under 
extra pressure.” 

The eligibility criteria have not 
changed, but decisions on who 
qualifies for Suffolk and Norfolk’s 
Patient Transport Services, which 
used to be taken by NHS Trusts or 


GPs, have been made since Sep¬ 
tember 26 by the new Patient 
Transport Clinical Assessment and 
Advice Centre which is managed by 
the East of England Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust. 

A spokesman for NHS Suffolk 
said: “The eligibility criteria for 
patient transport has not changed 
and all patients who are eligible for 
free transport are still getting it. 

“Since September last year, all 
eligibility assessments have been 
carried out by the Patient Transport 
Clinical Assessment and Advice 
Service, which ensures the eligibility 
criteria are fairly and consistently 
applied.”

AN action group is to be set up to 
help two of Newmarket’s biggest 
sports clubs get the space and 
facilities they need. 

Newmarket Rugby Club, based at 
Scaltback Middle School, and 
Newmarket Town Football Club, 
located in Cricket Field Road, each 
attract around 300 youngsters a 
week and have been seeking new or 
improved bases for some time. 

Representatives of the two clubs, 
Anglia Community Leisure, Sport 
England East, the town and district 
councils and other organisations 
met last week to discuss the best way 
forward. 

Town councillors voted on 
Monday for the council to start a 
community sports action group 


which would push for solutions, and 
to which all of the interested parties 
would be invited. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, who convened 
the initial meeting, said the ideal 
solution would be for the football 
club to have a new home with 
pitches for their youth teams next to 
their ground, and for the rugby club 
to have sufficient space and pitches 
and a new clubhouse. 

The solution could involve the 
creation of a large single sports area 
which would have pitches available 
for use by other smaller clubs, as well 
as the footballers and rugby players. 

Cllr Jefferys said: “It’s about trying 
to get to a solution and not find 
ourselves in 10 years’ time exactly 
where we started.” 


New appeal for information as 
police investigate sex assault 

POLICE are renewing their appeal for information 
after a 21-year-old woman reported being sexually 
assaulted in a Newmarket car park. 

Officers were in Newmarket town centre on Saturday 
evening carrying out checks following the attack, 
which took place between 2.30am and 4.15am on 
Sunday, January 8. 

The woman said she had been out with friends in 
Newmarket but went to collect things from her 
vehicle in a car park in Queensbury Road. She said a 
man had walked with her to her car and she was 
attacked when they reached the vehicle. 

Her attacker is described as white, tall, of medium 
build and appeared to be of Mediterranean origin. 

She said he was in his early 20s and had thick black 
short wavy hair and was clean-shaven. 

He is believed to have been wearing a light-coloured 
shirt under a dark hooded jacket and dark jeans. 

Det Con Jacquelin Mumford, who is leading the 
investigation, said: “The victim had been in De Niros 
nightclub prior to the incident so it is possible that the 
offender met her inside and spent time with her there 
before they walked to the car park. Their journey 
would have taken them down the High Street, into 
The Avenue before turning into Queensbury Road. 

We are appealing for anyone who may have seen a 
man similar to the one described in De Niros or 
walking with a woman along the mentioned route to 
get in contact immediately.”

Man played loud music late at 
night in row with neighbour 

A MAN retaliated by playing loud music late at night 
when builders working on his neighbours’ house 
woke him up in the morning, a court heard. 

Paul Duckett, 43, admitted a charge of harassment 
by anti-social behaviour towards his neighbour 
Samantha Norman in Newmarket between April and 
May last year. He appeared at Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court on Tuesday before District Judge 
David Cooper, who imposed a restraining order 
which states that Duckett should not contact 
Samantha or James Norman and should not go to 
their home in Croft Road, Newmarket. 

Duckett, now of Bentinck Crescent, Newmarket, was 
also fined £50 and ordered to pay £85 costs. 

Ros Keppleman, prosecuting, said the case arose 
from a dispute between Samantha Norman, who 
was eight months pregnant at the time, and Duckett, 
who lived next door. During the summer he had had 
played loud music late at night and shouted abuse. 
Michael Whatley, for Duckett, said the case arose 
from a neighbours’ dispute. He said: “They had 
builders who came at 7.30am and woke him up. He 
retaliated by playing loud music.” 

Duckett, who told the court he suffered from mental 
health problems and received incapacity benefit, said 
he no longer had cause to see his former neighbours.

Racing policy 
review is due 

Sir, Bill Gredley’s latest proposals for 
Queensbury Lodge etc (‘Stores galore!’ 
Weekly News, January 12) do not 
appear to enthuse the Newmarket 
Horsemen’s Group, the spokesman for 
which mentions that the “historic 
racing yard and paddock land” are 
“covered by saved racing policies”. 

An interesting aspect of current racing 
policy is that it restricts alternative use 
of racing land but there is no 
equivalent restriction on racing 
development of‘non-racing’ land, ie 
the policy is seemingly inflexible and 
one-sided. 

Racing, particularly financially, is 
experiencing a certain lull or levelling- 
off after heady days around the turn of 
the century when, rather like the South 
Sea Bubble back in 1763, the country 
was riding the crest of a credit wave, 
which has recently tumbled into 
recession. 

Back in the 1960s Newmarket racing 
was also in the doldrums with just 800 
horses in training; by 1992, with the 
influence of the Sheikhs, this figure had 
risen to 1,720. Today, I believe, there 
are around 3,000 racehorses in 
Newmarket yards. 

However, financial influences have 
seen foal births drop some 20 per cent 
over the last few years and this must 
surely lead to a decrease in racehorse 
numbers. 

The fabled Racing Charter of 1966, 
which was never endorsed, and the 
subsequent Racing Policy, quite rightly, 
have sought to protect Newmarket’s 
racing interests but occasionally, I feel, 
strict adherence to the letter of the 
rules has hampered rather than 
progressed the interests of racing and 
the town. 

In our sister town of Maison Laffitte, 
also Chantilly, Deauville, Rome, Milan 
and other places throughout the globe, 
racing and townsfolk co-exist (happily) 
side by side; I emphasise ‘side by side’. 
There are few, if any, racing yards in the 
centres of these towns; strings of 
horses rarely, if ever, are ridden on or 
near roads. 

I would be interested to meet any 
person who would propose to invest in 
restoring and developing Queensbury 
Lodge as a racing stable. Such meeting 
would probably be subject to ward 
visiting hours. 

Bill Gredley’s proposals for the area 
appear, to me, to be a good way to save 
this historic part of Newmarket, while 
allowing that there are some issues 
open to discussion and mitigation. 

It is interesting that permission was 
granted for the proposed use of Palace 
House Stables for a Home of 
Horseracing Centre although, I believe, 
such use does not satisfy the strict 
requirement of racing policy that 
racing stables should remain racing 
stables. 

A review of racing policy is, I suggest, 
overdue.

Cheveley Parish Council _ 

A MEETING of Cheveley Parish Council 
was held on Tuesday January 10 and the 
council takes this opportunity to wish all 
residents of Cheveley and surrounding 
areas a happy and healthy new year. 

Due to limited time only the most 
time-sensitive and pressing matters from 
an overly full agenda, caused by the 
inability of council to convene since 
September 2011, were tabled for 
discussion at the meeting. 

The budget and precept request for 
2012-13 caused much discussion 
between councillors. The drafts may still 
be viewed at www.cheveley-pc.org.uk or 
by making request for hard copy from 
the clerk or at Cheveley village post 
office shop. Parishioners will note that 
the precept request represents a £9.98 
per elector per year increase. Some 
councillors felt that in the current 
economic climate such an increase 
when compared to previous years was 


too high and the amount requested 
should be capped at a significantly lower 
and arbitrary level. 

The proposed increases were 
considered by other council members to 
be a reflection of the true costs 
necessary to fulfil the council’s 
obligations related to the provision of 
services and facilities for parishioners. 
The proposed budget aims to create a 
part-time groundsperson/ 
caretaking role and maintenance 
contract within the village (at the 
pavilion, recreation ground and 
cemetery) together with the instigation of 
a proactive maintenance programme to 
avoid large future repair costs for those 
current assets and liabilities owned by 
Cheveley Parish Council. 

It should be noted that the budget 
proposal has taken the opportunity to 
cap those costs which it feels 
unsustainable and unsupportable and 
these include capping capital and 
revenue expenditure at the pavilion and 


recreation ground at the 2010-11 level. 

Following on from the annual parish 
meeting and the creation of a number of 
voluntary groups, the proposed draft 
budget aims to reflect the needs of these 
willing helpers who engage with and 
promote community living. After a very 
vocal and lively discussion it was agreed 
that an extra-ordinary meeting (E0M) be 
called in January to further debate these 
issues with a view to resolving and 
agreeing final figures. 

Readers will be pleased to know that 
the procedural difficulties in bringing 
current minutes and agenda to the 
website was resolved at the meeting and 
it is anticipated that over the coming 
weeks this area will be re-populated with 
these documents. 

The next meeting, outside the E0M 
(tbc), of the Parish Council will be held 
on Monday February 13 in the 
Community Room at Cheveley School at 
7.30 pm. 
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MP demands action as 
residents kick up a stink 
over sewage nightmare 



SEWAGE flooding out of pumps and 
pumping stations is still a big 
problem for residents of Herrings- 
well and Red Lodge. 

Matthew Hancock, West Suffolk’s 
MP, visited Herringswell on Friday 
to discuss the problem which has 
been plaguing residents of the small 
village for between 10 and 15 years. 

The pumping station at the end of 
The Street in Herringswell is close to 
about 20 homes and despite being 
replaced some 18 months ago, it is 
still causing nasty smells and raw 
sewage is said to have last flooded 
down the road four months ago. 

Liz Marchington, chairman of 
Herringswell Parish Council, said: 
“If the pump blocks or breaks down 
or whatever the issue is, it cannot 
remove the sewage fast enough so it 
overflows out of the pumping 
station.” 

She said HGVs normally visit the 
village to pump sewage out of the 
station whenever it blocks up, 
preventing overflow into the street. 


Cllr Marchington said: “Even if 
the pump is not actually broken 
there is a problem somewhere along 
the line that releases really offensive 
odours so the people living in 
properties that are adjacent to it 
cannot sit outside for barbecues in 
the summer.” 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, of Suffolk 
County Council, called on Anglian 
Water to resolve the issues with the 
infrastructure in the area which has 
seen sewage flood into baths, sinks 
and gardens in the older part of Red 
Lodge. 

She said: “There has been flooding 
at the pumping station (in 
Herringswell) but the flooding has not 
been as severe over in Herringswell as 
it has along Warren Road in terms of 
people’s homes. But the issue there is 
just as horrible because it is so close 
to people’s homes.” 

Mr Hancock said: “No-one should 
have to put up with excrement 
coming up through their bathroom 
or covering their garden. As Red 


Lodge has expanded the sewage 
system hasn’t kept up. I will be in 
contact with Anglian Water to make 
clear they must urgently address 
this problem.” 

Antony Innes of Anglian Water 
said: “We are sorry for any distress 
caused to customers in Red Lodge 


and Herringswell. There are two 
problems which are contributing to 
the situation, both of which we are 
addressing.” 

Firstly, he said, many of the 
company’s pumping stations were 
hard to access and maintain but 
£4.5m was being invested to 


relocate and renew about 30 in the 
Mildenhall area. 

He said the second issue was the 
disposal of unflushable items, fats, 
oils and greases in the sewers which 
can create blockages. He urged 
people to bin items such as nappies 
and sanitary products. 


Grandfather spared 
prison over shotgun 


A GRANDFATHER has been 
given a suspended prison 
sentence for being caught in 
possession of an unlicensed 
shotgun. 

Paul Falco, 52, was sentenced to 12 
months in prison suspended for two 
years at Ipswich Crown Court on 
Friday after pleading guilty to being 
in possession of a shotgun without a 
shotgun certificate. 

Police investigating other alleged 
offences on which no further action 
is being taken had found the single 
barrelled Spanish 12-bore shotgun in 
a cupboard in the hallway of Falco's

home in Willow Park, Beck Row, on 
February 4. 

Tests by a police firearms expert 
showed the gun, which it was 
claimed Falco had found while 
clearing the home of his late father- 
in-law, was capable of being fired 
despite being old and partly held 
together with adhesive tape. When 
interviewed, Falco told police that he 
had intended to hand in the gun 
during the next firearms amnesty. 

Godfried Duah, prosecuting, said 


Falco had denied having the gun for 
the protection of himself or his 
property. Mr Duah said the Crown 
was not in a position to produce any 
evidence to challenge that assertion. 

loanne Eley, mitigating, said Falco 
had kept the gun locked in a 
cupboard after finding it to ensure it 
did not fall into the hands of his 
grandchildren and had meant to 
hand it over to the police. 

She said no time was he intending 
to use the shotgun or to threaten 
anyone with it. 

Miss Eley said: “It seems he was 
trying to take a very sensible course 
in securing this firearm before he 


was able to take it to a police 
station.” 

The court heard Falco had been 
preoccupied with his wife’s ill health 
and failed to disclose the gun had 
been in his possession for a fortnight. 

Judge Peter Fenn told Falco 
possession of an unlicensed firearm 
normally led to an immediate prison 
sentence. But he told Falco: “It is not 
necessary for the custodial sentence 
I feel must be passed to be one that 
you have to serve immediately.” 

Falco was also ordered to 
complete 180 hours of unpaid 
community work within the next 12 
months. 


Police arrest 111 
for drink-driving 

ALMOST seven per cent of drivers 
stopped by Suffolk Police as part of 
their drink-drive campaign were 
arrested for being over the limit. 

Suffolk Police arrested 111 people 
for drink driving out of the 1,638 
tested during their campaign, 
which ran throughout December. 

The results reveal a 2.3 per cent 
drop in the numbers caught driving 
under the influence of alcohol from 
the 102 people out of 1,118 who 
gave a positive result in 2010, 
equating to 9.1 per cent of motorists 
tested. 

Under-25s were found to be the 
worst offending age group, with 6.4 
per cent of those tested proving to 
be over the limit, while just 1.9 per 
cent of the over-25s tested 
produced a positive result.

On Saturday, February 25, Red 
Lodge Karting will hold its annual 
charity karting challenge in Liam’s 
memory to continue his fundraising 
work and celebrate his passion for 
the sport.

Police face choice 
- cuts or tax rise 

SUFFOLK Police Authority is to decide 
whether to raise council tax or face a cut 
in officer numbers while the county 
council is set to consider proposals on 
how to save £26m in the next financial 
year. 

Members of the Police Authority are to 
choose between keeping the amount of 
council tax given to police at last year’s 
levels and accepting a one-off £1.25m 
Government grant, or increasing its 
component of file council tax by 3.75 per 
cent to generate £1.55m. 

Acceptance of the Government grant 
would mean the police receive at least 
£1.6m less per year thereafter with the 
consequence that police numbers, which 
started 2011/12 at 1,217, would drop 
below 1,200. 

Chief Constable Simon Ash of Suffolk 
Police will tell members he would have 
concerns if numbers were to fall below 
1 , 200 . 

Numbers would stay above this 
threshold if council tax levels are raised. 

Joanna Spicer, chairman of the Police 
Authority, said decisions would not be 
taken before all financial scenarios had 
been examined. She said: “We recognise 
that these are difficult times for everyone 
and want to do everything we can to keep 
costs down for council tax payers across 
the county. 

“However, our role as an authority is to 
secure an efficient and effective policing 
service for Suffolk, which already has one 
of the lowest cost forces in the country. We 
need to get this balance right.” 

The authority will discuss the two 
options and the entire policing budget 
tomorrow before making decisions on 
Monday. 

Meanwhile, Suffolk County Council’s 
cabinet is set to meet on Tuesday to 
discuss budget-saving proposals which, if 
approved, will be decided by the full 
council in February. 

The measures would see the authority’s 
share of council tax remain the same but it 
would look to save £8m from its adult 
social care budget by putting more money 
into helping the vulnerable earlier to 
prevent people needing costlier support 
later. Other savings would include £12m 
gained through removing processes and 
introducing efficiency savings, and an 
additional £1.5m would be shaved off 
management costs.

New-look 
bins will 
help cut 
landfill 
waste 

ALMOST 18,000 black bags 
will be saved from landfill 
each year thanks to new 
bins set to hit Newmarket’s 
streets before the Olympic 
torch passes through the 
town. 

The 48 worn-out bins 
located in and around the 
High Street are set to be 
whipped out and replaced 
by 27 bigger bins, each 
with a capacity of 240 
litres, which will be located 
where most of the town’s 
litter is generated. 

While a black bag is sent 
to landfill every time a bin 
is emptied under the 
existing system, the side of 
the new bins will open and 
an internal waste container 
can be wheeled out and 
upended without the need 
for a plastic sack. 

The new bins will be 
emptied between once and 
five times a week while 
waste is collected from the 
existing 48 seven times a 
week. 

Andy Hobbs, 
development officer at 
Forest Heath District 
Council, said the change 
would mean liquid could 
not escape from the bottom 
of the new bins, nor could 


the container give way as 
bags are at risk of doing. 
Mark Christie, service 
manager at Forest Heath, 
said: “They will look 
smarter for Newmarket; the 
appearance is the key bit. 
Hopefully they are going to 
be more durable-there 
are going to be fewer of 
them.” 

Each of the gold and 
black bins will bear a cut¬ 
out picture of a horse on 


be placed along the High 
Street itself. 

The High Street 
regeneration committee, of 
which the Weekly News is 
a member alongside town 
councillors, Newmarket 
residents, representatives 
of Forest Heath and others, 
approved the new bins at 
its meeting on Friday. 

Forest Heath District 
Council is funding the bins 


and it is expected they will 
be delivered in about five 
weeks, unless the body’s 
regulations means the 
project needs to go out to 
tender. 

A working example of 
the new bins will be put in 
place in a lane off 
Newmarket High Street 
before the end of the month 
and people will be able to 
give their comments to the 
town council. 


Man gets five 
years for rape

A PIPE layer from New¬ 
market has been jailed for 
five years after admitting 
raping a woman and 
pushing her down a flight of 
stairs. 

John Barclay’s trial at Ipswich 
Crown Court was halted last 
Wednesday after he changed his 
pleas to guilty and he was 
sentenced later that day. 

Barclay, 57, admitted one 
specimen charge of rape and one 
of unlawful wounding of a 
woman in Newmarket during the 
early hours of New Year’s Day last 
year. 

The court heard he had 
previously also pleaded not guilty 
to five other charges of rape

which will not be proceeded with. 

Judge John Devaux sentenced 
Barclay to 45 months in prison 
for the rape offence and J6 
months for the wounding. 

Barclay was made the subject 
of a Sexual Offences Prevention 


Order for the next five years and 
was ordered to sign on the Sexual 
Offences Register indefinitely. 

The rape allegations emerged 
when a woman from the 
Newmarket area was taken to 
hospital with serious ankle and 
arm injuries. 

She had suffered a double 
fracture to her ankle, a broken 
arm and a cut to her head after 
Barclay pushed her down a flight 
of stairs. She required surgery to 
insert metal plates in her ankle. 

Steven Dyble, prosecuting, said 
the woman had made the 
allegations of rape while being 
interviewed by police in relation 
to her injuries. 

Barclay, who lives in 
Newmarket but had been staying 
at an address in Dorset pending 
his trial, was arrested and 
interviewed and repeatedly 
denied ever attacking the woman.

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Husband sets himself Peru 


challenge in wife’s memory

S TANDING at 
15,500 feet, 
gazing out at 
the epic Peruvian 
landscape, Graham 
Rouse felt an over¬ 
whelming sense of 
achievement. 

After five days of 
trekking through the 
untouched Lares region 
of Peru last November, 
the 65-year-old had 
battled tough terrain and 
dangerous altitude to 
make it to Machu 
Picchu. 

“I have to admit it was 
very hard,” smiles 
Graham. “The days were 
warm but the nights 
were just so incredibly 
cold; I doubt whether I 
had 20 hours sleep in 10 
days. I was knackered by 
the time I got home and 
it’s taken me a bit of time 
to get over it, but I did it 
for a real reason.” 

Graham completed 
the massive challenge in 
memory of his beloved 
wife Carole, who passed 
away in February last 
year after an 18-month 
battle with cancer, aged 
just 48. 

Both animal lovers - 
Graham, a business 
consultant, shares his 
Needingworth home 
with the couple’s rescue 


When Graham Rouse’s beloved wife Carole 
died from cancer at just 48, it felt like history 
repeating itself: he had lost his first wife, 
Gloria, to cancer at the same age. But with 
Carole’s words - ‘don’t sit and mope, you’ve 
got to get on with life’ - ringing in his ears, 
Graham embarked on a gruelling fundraising 
challenge in her memory... 


dogs Jazz, Ace and Theo 
- his accomplishment 
has so far raised more 
than £6,600 for the Wood 
Green animal charity at 
Godmanchester. 

In September 2009, 
Carole found a lump in 
the right hand side of her 
face. A biopsy confirmed 
she had salivary duct 
cancer - a rare form of 
cancer - and, just a week 
before Christmas, she 
underwent major 
surgery to remove the 
tumour from her right 
parotid gland. 

“It was a very 
aggressive strain and one 
that wouldn’t respond to 
chemotherapy,” says 
Graham. “That was told 
to us from the start.” 

Both keen travellers - 
the couple actually met 
on holiday and lived in 
Cyprus for four-and-a- 
half years following their 
wedding in 1995 - 
Graham decided to take 
his wife on a cruise 
around the Arabian 
Peninsula to help her 
recovery, before 


beginning a six-week 
course of radiotherapy. 
But just before her 
treatment was due to 
begin Carole, who 
worked for the NHS in 
Cambridge, found a 
further two lumps in 
succession in the same 
area, and required two 
more operations to 
remove them. 

“The operations left 
her a bit low and tearful 
and it did knock her for 
six, but the radio 
treatment was even 
worse,” remembers 
Graham. “That was every 
day for six weeks and it 
really dragged her down 
because she could hardly 
eat; as she put it she 
found herself on an 
involuntary diet, but she 
was a fighter and stood 
the course and she went 
through it.” 

Following the gruelling 
treatment, the couple 
headed to Austria for a 
week of recuperation. 

But while sitting in the 
hotel gardens, Carole 
discovered yet another 


lump, this time on the 
opposite side of her face. 
“The only way that the 
cancer could go from 
one side to the other was 
through the body, 
following the lymph 
glands,” says Graham. 
“So they did a whole 
body scan and found hot 
spots in her liver, 
abdomen and upper 
chest cage. We were told 
at the end of 2010 that 
the cancer was terminal. 
And that’s when our 
world fell apart. 

“I’ll always remember 
coming back home after 
that. I was sitting here 
moaning about our 
world being shattered 
but Carole, being Carole, 
just said: ‘There’s no 
point moaning about it, 
we’ve got to get on doing 
things.’ So basically I was 
the one thinking ‘poor 
soul’ and she was saying: 
‘Come on, we need to 
plan what we’re going to 
do.’” 

With doctors 
estimating Carole had 
just 12 months left to 
live, the couple started 
planning a wish list of 
what they wanted to do 
before she got too 
poorly. Holidays to St 
Lucia, Kenya and a 
cruise to the Norwegian 
fjords were booked 
alongside Take That 
tickets and a trip on the 
London Eye followed by 
tea at the Ritz. 
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Describing his wife as a 
“fighter” and a 
“completer finisher”, 
Graham smiles when he 
explains that, despite 
becoming quite weak as 
her illness progressed, his 
wife continued to work 
until just a few days 
before she died on 
February 18 last year, just 
four-and-a half months 
after being told her 
cancer was terminal. 

“We did a few of the 
things we planned but we 
didn’t complete them all,” 
says Graham. “The day 
before she died she 
wanted to see the doctor 
and she went in very 
weak - she insisted on 
walking - and actually sat 
there and asked for a 
return to work form. That 
was her way of dealing 
with it, Carole just carried 
on.” 

Tragically, Carole is the 
second wife Graham has 
lost to cancer. His first 
wife, Gloria, died from 
ovarian cancer, also at the 
age of 48, when their son 
Ashley was 14. 

“It’s very spooky and it’s 
very tough to take,” says 
Graham. “I never thought 
marrying someone 16 
years my younger that I 
would be the survivor. 
One thing I fear is being 
here on my own in my 
last days. It was going to 
be reverse roles because 
presumably Carole would 
outlive me because of her 
age, but not so.” 

With the help of 
Graham, Carole had 
planned her own funeral 
- a civil service, including 
one of her favourite songs 
Don’t Worry, Be Happy - 


and, known for her huge 
love for live, had made 
Graham promise to 
continue to live his life to 
the full, after she had 
gone. 

“Two weeks before she 
died we went to St Lucia 
and we went on one of 
the little cruises,” 
remembers Graham. “She 
started getting a bit 
emotional and I asked 
what was wrong and she 
said: ‘This could be my 
last time on a boat.’ We 
got back to the place we 
were staying and she said: 
‘Right, I need to have a 
word, now we need to 
think about you. You have 
to promise me that you 
won’t sit around and 
mope, you’ve had it 
before, you’ve got to get 
on with life’.” 

With support from his 
family and friends and 
some counselling from 
Wallace Cancer Care, 
which was another 
charity close to Carole’s 
heart, Graham has been 
able to look to the future 
once more. 

“When you lose a 
partner there’s a loss of 
confidence and a loss of 
security, and you 
suddenly find yourself in 
the world on your own 
and you’ve got to get 
going again somehow. 

I’ve felt angry, annoyed, 
and much stronger words 
than that and there have 
been moments when I’ve 
been full of emotion and 
you think: ‘Is it worth 
going on?’, but I’ve got 
through that now.” 

A regular donator to 
Wood Green, it was in a 
monthly newsletter from 


the charity that Graham 
found details about the 
trek through Peru, and 
immediately got in touch. 
“I signed up for it quite 
soon after Carole died as 
a focus and something to 
work towards,” says 
Graham. “It got me 
through a lot of last year.” 

With the trip scheduled 
for November, Graham, 
who keeps fit by walking 
his three lively dogs, 
trained for his adventure 
by completing some 
challenging walks in 
Croatia and Austria as 
well as the Lake District 
and the Peak District. 

After five days of 
trekking through the 
remote region, Graham 
was one of 18 to arrive at 
the lost city of Machu 
Picchu, which, he says, 
was a very emotional 
experience. 

“I know she would have 
been very proud of me,” 
he smiles. “It was very 
emotional when we got to 
the top, not just me, lots 
of people, just because 
we had achieved so 
much. 

“It had been a struggle 
and I would never 
attempt it again, not at 
my age, but I did it 
because of Carole, I did it 
because I wanted to 
support the charity and I 
did it because it was a 
positive focus for me, 
which is what she 
wanted.”

The type of symptoms we were seeing included: dull and flaky 
coats, regular vomiting after eating, weight gain, bad breath, very 
large and/or loose toilet, an increase in body odour, plaque build up 
on their teeth, allergic reactions requiring veterinary care, itching 
and scratching, loss of appetite, lethargy, premature aging, and 
flatulence. Veterinary surgeons are increasingly seeing these and 
many other problems on a daily basis. 

We knew it had to be something to do with the animals’ diets. We 
wanted to understand what was going on and help our customers 
who were equally concerned. 

Making a change

and to help them relocate. 

He said: “The consolidation 
will result in approximately 20 
positions being made redundant 
at the Newmarket administrative 
office. 

“We are naturally committed to 
working with these employees to 
identify relevant opportunities in 
other parts of the business as well 
as assistance with relocation. In 
addition, further roles will be 
created at our Nottingham 
regional office to support the new 
structure.” 

A spokesman for Enterprise 
Rent-A-Car said he could not say 
how many people would be re¬ 
employed within the company at 
this early stage. 


He said while some efficiency 
savings and economies of scale 
were expected to be generated by 
the change, they had not been 
the driving force behind the 
decision, which was instead 
creating a stronger foundation 
for growth. 

Mr Nigro said the decision to 
consolidate the two adminis¬ 
trative offices had been taken as 
part of efforts to offer better value 
and improve business practice, 
no Enterprise branches would 
close as a result of the consol¬ 
idation and the rest of the 
company’s regional offices in the 
UK and Ireland would be 
unaffected. 

He said the company had 
grown in the UK during 2011 and 
hoped to open 30 new branches 
in the country in 2012, including 
some in the East of England.

The big film 


J EDGAR

DURING a turbulent and contentious 
term in power spanning almost 50 
years, J Edgar Hoover was 
instrumental in the fight against 
mounting criminality on the streets of 
America. 

In 1924 he was appointed director of 
the Bureau of Investigation - later to 
become the FBI - and he threw his 
weight behind the latest 
developments in forensic science. 

His achievements were considerable 
but his methods were heavily 
criticised, including supposed heavy- 
handed treatment of suspects and 
secret dossiers on important figures 
which could be used to strengthen 
his position on Capitol Hill. 

As Hoover, played with scenery- 
chewing gusto by Leonardo DiCaprio 
in Clint Eastwood’s handsomely 
crafted and slow-burning biopic, tells 
a close ally, “No-one freely shares 
power in Washington.” 

Eastwood crafts a meticulous and 
elegiac portrait of a man whose 
professional travails were almost as 
fascinating as the swirl of rumours 
surrounding his close relationship 



with FBI assistant director Clyde 
Tolson. 

Following Hoover’s death, Tolson 
accepted the flag draped over his 
mentor’s coffin and inherited J 
Edgars estate. They are buried close 
to each other in the Congressional 
Cemetery. 

Screenwriter Dustin Lance Black, 
who won an Oscar for Milk, 
underpins his history lesson with a 
tender and chaste romance between 
the two men. 

The film opens with Hoover 
(DiCaprio) clinging to power, 
assisted as ever by loyal secretary 
Helen Gandy (Naomi Watts). He 
begins to dictate his memoirs to 


Agent Smith (Ed Westwick) and 
drifts back in time in hazy 
reminiscences to the 1919 
bombings which sent shockwaves 
through Washington DC. 

With Clyde (Armie Hammer) by his 
side, Hoover becomes embroiled in 
the ill-fated search for the missing 
infant son of aviator Charles 
Lindbergh (Josh Lucas) and clashes 
with Robert F Kennedy (Jeffrey 
Donovan). 

Away from the corridors of power, 
Hoover strives tirelessly to impress 
his domineering mother, Anna Marie 
(Dame Judi Dench), who instructs 
him to hold firm when others doubt 
him.

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GARDENING 


I F your New Year 
resolutions to lose 
weight and take up 
exercise are proving hard to 
sustain, a few hours a week 
in the garden will not only 
give you a head start to 
spring but may help as part 
of a fitness programme too. 

Raking leaves, digging, weeding 
and moving shrubs can all be done 
at this time of year and will help 
you tone up. 

Raking and forking helps 
strengthen arms and shoulders and 
tones the abdominal muscles, while 
digging and bending (from the 
knees, keeping the back straight) to 
move or lift plants or pots can help 
tone thighs and buttocks. 

“The thing to keep in mind is 
always to try to do things to your 
maximum range of movements,” 
says Colin Holding, head coach of 
Wildfitness {www.wildfitness.com), 
a company which runs 
transformative fitness holidays. He 
says sitting down is the worst 
position for the human body, 
adversely affecting posture and the 
digestive system and that our 
natural sitting position is, in fact, a 
full squat. 

Weeding beds and borders gives 
the legs, hips and buttocks a good 
workout if you squat while you 
weed. Heavier work such as 
clearing brush and stacking wood 
can give you the equivalent 
workout to a light aerobics class. 

“Get down as low as you can so 
that your bottom is as close to your 
heels as it can be. From that 
position you can do gardening 
rather than getting down on your 
knees,” he advises. 


Digging 
for fitness

“When you stand up you will be 
using your joints to their maximum 
range of movements.” 

From a squat position you can 
weed or plant and each time you 
move along a border you stand up 
and then squat again. 

“With deep squats, you use the 
biggest muscles in your body - leg, 
thigh and hip muscles - and will 
aid lymphatic drainage, pumping 
out toxins as you completely rely 
on muscular movement for this.” 

He also recommends just 
‘hanging’. In-between other tasks, 
take time to find a high branch of a 
tree and just hang from it to take 
your body weight. 

“It’s great for posture and is 


good for shoulder strength.” 

Balancing on one foot while 
gardening, whether you are 
trimming a hedge or sowing seeds 
in the greenhouse, also promotes 
strength and confidence and keeps 
the nervous system in good 
condition, he says. 

Set yourself a 30-second time 
limit to start and, as you progress, 
increase that and maybe even close 
your eyes, which makes balancing 
harder, he suggests. 

Gardening can help the 
cardiovascular system, reduces the 
risk of high blood pressure, heart 
disease, diabetes, obesity and other 
medical conditions as well as 
burning calories, according to US 
research. 

Half an hour digging can use up 
250 calories, weeding will burn 
105 calories, raking 100 calories 
and mowing the lawn 195, so those 
garden chores you’ve been putting 
off may help you squeeze into 
those jeans which have been on the 
tight side since Christmas. 

“Changing the type of garden 
tools you use can also influence the 


number of calories burned and will 
also have cardiovascular benefits,” 
says award-winning garden 
designer David Domoney, who 
offers tips on how to get fit 
gardening on his website 
www. daviddomoney. com. 

“For example, use a rake instead 
of a leaf blower, take extra long 
strides while raking or use short, 
quick motions, and keep the rake 
close to your body, switching sides 
every two to three minutes.” 

Go for a push mower if you want 
a more strenuous workout, rather 
than a power mower which will 
make the job easier. 

Gardening will not only help you 
physically, but psychologically too. 
Working in the fresh air and being 
among trees and plants reduces 
stress and relieves muscle tension, 
studies have shown. 

Remember your limitations, 
though. Many gardeners worry that 
too much lifting in the garden will 
damage their backs. Obviously, if 
you are attempting to move a really 
heavy object, ask for help. 

“You need to keep an S-shaped 
spine position when lifting, 
sweeping or raking, changing sides 
regularly. Stand with your back 
against a wall, with your head, 
shoulder blades, heels and the base 
of your back (coccyx) also 
touching the wall. That will give 
you an idea of the S- spine 
position. 

“Keep your shoulders back and 
look at the horizon, not 
downwards, when you squat, to 
hold the position,” says Domoney. 

Work at a steady, constant speed 
to keep heart rate up at a set level 
and don’t do too much of one thing 
- three hours’ digging is likely to 
result in a lot of aches and pains.
